IVI ͤhave been offered to the Publick in the compaſs of 
à few years, for the eafy and expeditious initrufting: of 
youth, and ! cultivating the Rudiments of the (Engliſh 
Tongue. And the methods ſeverally propounded tocetfect = 
this, have not only differed, but in many reſpects been 
quite repugnant and oppoſite” to each other. 'The!greateſt 
part of the MonoſyHables by fome have been: purpoſely 
omitted, as judging 'them- unneceſſary; and inſerting 
only a few common names of things, thought them ſuffi- 
cient to anſwer all the purpoſes of an eaſy and regular 
beginning. This method, truly, may do very well juſt 
with reſpect to the ready obtaining thoſe feu words; but 
bow it is ta enable the Learner to con over his ſucceeding 
Reading leſſons, where a word of this kind ſcarcely ever 
occurs, Ido not underſtand. In any thing of common read- 
ing the Monoſyllables make at leaſt two thirds of the 
whole, and are the conſtituent parts of the larger words; 
to ſet them to reading then before they be well ſtored. 
with the former, is ſetting them to the making of brick auith- 
out fray, and has juſt as much reaſon in it, as a man's 
cutting away the main roots of a ſpreading oak, thereby to 
enable it to ſtand the firmer, and endure the rage of 
powerful ſtorms the better. Nothing can ſecure to the 
Learner a regular method of Reading, but his being made 
well acquainted with a great variety of words before he 
enters upon it; Reading at firſt (Emphaſis and a juſt modi- 
lation of voice COmeratterward by practice) being nothing 
more than knowing at fight, that. certain combination ot 
Letters which compoſes each word. For this reaſon, the 
longer he is kept to the ſpelling and reading of ſingle 
words, the better he certainly muſt read when he attempts 
them in compoſition. To hear Childen hack and ſpell 
almoſt every word as they imitate to read, is very diſa- 
greeable; but this muſt be the caſe, if they are not firſt 
well eſtabliſhed in ſpelling. That fabrick which has not 
2 good foundation cannot ſtand long; and Learners had 
better ſpend half a year or 2 year the longer, to be well 
confirmed at fitſt, than to be hurried from one thing to 
other for two, or three years together, and be obliged 
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Others contrary; the firſt, and ſenſible of the utility 
of many Monoſyllables, have not only carefully collected 
every ſignificant one within their power, but to mike 
ſiure of enow, have alſo added many that have no appli. 
cCation in Language. This indeed is far the beſt of the 
two extremes, as it is better to have too many than too 
few; but it muſt certainly be greatly abuſing the Scholars 
time to ſet him to the learning thoſe things, which after. 
F ward he can apply to no purpoſe. Beſide, a certain quan- 
tity of them properly ranged and digeſted, will as fully 
. anſwer all the purpoſes of a primary inſtruction, as the 
whole; by reaſon we have manyithat very rarely occur 
either in reading or converſation... i .- | 
But not to expatiate longer on the materials proper for 
a beginning, let us conſider what is the chief thing aimed 
at in the end, and how and in what manner it is to be effec. 
ted. The main defign of à Spelling- book is to teach: 
general method of Spelling and dividing of words acct: 
ding to correct Orthography, that the Scholar may be 
able to read, write, and expreſs himſelf with: clearnch 
and precifion on his common occurrences. - Now this ist 
be ſecured no other way, but by a reiterated . exerciſe u

both readily comprehend and call to remembrance. bull 
the misfortune is, the common ſize of a Spelling-book iff 
hardly ſufficient to contain enough of Spelling and its rut

there for. a Grammar, Fables, Tales, Copies, Writin 
- Picces, & things that yield nothing to the main deſg 
and which as they are more or leſs in quantity, muſt a 
ſequently ſhut out more or leſs of what is neceffary.
